The work of gptting the coal inspec- 


tion machinery of the Fuel Adminis- 
tration into working order in the dit- 
tferent coal producing fields 
is pro- 


gressing satisfactorily to Charles M. 
Means, chief ot ine inspection divi- 
sion, with headquarters in Washing- 
ton. In a recent interview he stated 
that he expects to soon have a force 
of 115 inspectors assigned to duty m 
20 
different 
bituminous 
districts, 


among which is the Conttellsville re- 
gion, already provided with an inspec- 
tions staff. 


It -will be the duty ot these inspec- 


tors to inspect more than 500,000,000 
tons of bituminous coal produced this 
year. The object of the inspection 
system by the Fuel Administration is 
to insure a supply of highgrade coal 
for fuel to bunker ships, supplj loco- 
motive, munition and-other essential 
plants of the governmeat and to see, 
if possible, that private consumers re- 
ceive clean coal for household pur- 
poses. 


"One of the principal objects of the 


coal inspection system," said Chief 
Inspector Means, "is to bring tuei coal 
up to the standard it was m times be- 
fore this country entered the war. 
Then the coal operators had compe- 
tition, and had to sell clean coal in 
order to meet competition. 


"The abnormal demand1 for coal last 


year and the government fixed prices 
for the product destroyed the law of 
supply and demand and caused a great 
amount of unclean coal to be mar- 
keted. The clean coal movement of 
the Fuel Administration is the out- 
growth of the plan adopted by the

months ago. 


"Bad coal has slowed up munition 


and other essential government indus- 
tries, and our aims will be to avoid 
a repetition of this in the future. 


"Under past labor conditions it has 


been practically impossible for the 
operators to enforce discipline. We 
expect that there will be a greater 
shortage of coal in the PUtsburg dis- 
trict next winter than last on account, 
mainly, of the lack of transportation 
facilities. The munition and other es- 
sential plants ot the government will 
require more fuel from this district 
next winter, and there will be little 
fuel available for non-essentials. 


"Also we expect in this district a 


greater labor shortage at the mines 
than last winter. Many of tile miners, 
on account of inadequate car supplies, 
have left the mines and engaged in 
other aelds ot labor. With an In- 
creased car snpply next winter, there 
•will he fewer men to load them,"

rest we entered the village In search of 
food.

We couid not learn the 


reason for their having been shot Tbe 
only answer to onr questions was a 
shrug of tbe shoulder. . 


Tne village Itself had not suffered 


to any noticeable degree us far as 
destruction of buildings was concerned, 
but never in the course of the war hud 
I seen a more complete Job oC plunder- 
ing than hnd been done in Suippes. 
That we had to live and eat Is true, 
and as the Inhabitants and merchants 
had flown there was no opportunity to 
pay for onr necessities. Therefore we ; 
simply entered a store, put on stock- j 
ings, laundry, ami left the old things, j 
then went to another place, took what- 
ever food looked good to us, nnd then 
proceeded to a wine cellar, there to 
seize as much as our hearts desired. 
The men of the ammunition column,, 
located in the village as well as the 
sanitary soldiers and cavalry by the 
hundreds, searched the h'oosesaud took 
whatever they liked best. The finest 
and hirgest business places In Suippes 
served n very large rural district sur- 
rounding and therefore were stocked 
up on almost everything. 
Within a 


short time these places had been 
cleaned oat 
The munition drivers 


and train columns carried away old 
pieces of silk, Indleii* dresses,, linens, 
shoes, dress goods and every other ar- 
ticle imaginable, and stored them away 
in their ammunition cases. They tooU 
children's and women's shoes, and 
everything else they could lay their 
hands upon, although many of these 
articles had to be thrown away short- 
ly afterward.
